Holland  of  Minden,  presi- 
dent of  the  Northwestern  State 
College  Foundation,  has  announced 
the  progress  made  l>\  tin-  organi- 
zation (luring  its  first  I!!  months 
of  existence. 

According  to  Holland,  approxi- 
mately 100  persons  have  joined 
the  Foundation  as  either  founding 
or  sustaining  members.  A  found- 
in-  member  is  one  who  contributes 
$50  or  more,  and  a  sustaining 
member  is  one  who  contributes 
$5.00  or  more. 

To  date,  the  Foundation  has  re- 
ceived approximately  86.000  and 
has  an  additional  $4,000  due  on 
pledges.  $5,200  of  which  has  been 
invested  in  building  and  loan 
stock. 

Six  persons  have  made  pledges 
of  si. 000  each,  and  Holland  an- 
ticipates that  several  others  will 
make  pledges  of  substantial 
amounts  which  may  be  paid  at 
the  convenience  of  the  contributor. 

The  Foundation  was  organized 
early  in  1960,  filed  articles  of  in- 
corporation with  the  Louisiana 
Secretary  of  State  the  following 
May,  and  in  February  of  1961  re- 
ceived authorization  from  the  U. 
S.  Treasury  Department  making 
contributions  tax  deductible. 

The  Foundation's  functions  are 
broadly  outlined  in  the  constitu- 
tion as  follows:  to  promote  the 
educational  and  general  welfare  of 
Northwestern  State  College:  to  af- 
ford financial  assistance  to  stu- 
dents, sponsor  research  and  ad- 
vanced study:  to  solicit,  receive 
and  administer  contributions  which 
will  be  employed  toward  the  bene- 
fit of  the  College,  its  facultv.  and 
its  students;  and  to  interpret  the 
aims,  objectives,  and  needs  of  the 
College  for  the  dual  purpose  of 
rendering  to  the  public  a  better 
mutual  understanding  and  of  as- 
suring the  continuation  of  success 
and  progress.

The  president  of  the  faculty 
handed  in  the  names  of  a  number 
of  graduates  who  had  applied  for 
renewal  of  diplomas,  which  renew- 
al he  recommended  and  on  motion 
duly  seconded  and  carried  their 
diplomas  were  ordered   renewed. 

A  recess  of  one  hour  and  thirty 
minutes  was  taken  for  the  gradua- 
tion exercise  -  -  After  which  at 
1 :30  P.M.  O'clock  the  Board  was 
called  to  order  with  the  same  mem- 
bers present  for  the  transaction  of 
additional  business. 

On  motion  duly  seconded  and 
carried,  resolved  that  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
J.  A.  Ducournau.  Sr.  be  filled  by 
the  election  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Ducour- 
neau.  Jr.  as  treasurer  of  this  Board 
unanimously   adopted. 

On  motion  duly  seconded  and 
carried  a  committee  composed  of 
B.  C.  Caldwell.  J.  L.  Daag  and 
Z.  T.  Gallion  was  appointed  to 
draft  suitable  resolutions  on  the 
death  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Ducourneau.

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Northwestern  Receives  $64,500  Grant 
For  Support  of  Summer  Institute 


Northwestern  State  College  has 
received  a  National  Science  Foun- 
dation grant  in  the  amount  of 
$64,500  for  the  support  of  a  Sum- 
mer Institute  in  Physical  Science 
for  High  School  Teachers  of 
Chemistry   and  General   Science. 

Dr.  James  A.  Noel,  assistant 
professor  of  geology  and  Institute 
director,  announced  that  the  grant 
will  provide  stipends  of  $675  for 
each  of  the  50  teachers  from  Lou- 
isiana and  neighboring  states  who 
are  selected  for  participation  in 
the  nine-weeks  Institute.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  base  stipend,  each 
teacher  enrolled  in  the  Institute 
will  receive  $135  each  for  a  maxi- 
mum of  three  dependents  and  up 
to  $50  travel  allowance. 

Study  areas  to  be  covered  in 
the  institute  will  include  geology, 
chemistry,  astronomy,  and  mathe- 
matics. Courses  will  be  conducted 
by  members  of  the  Northwestern 
State  faculty  with  authorities  in 
each  of  the  fields  serving  as  visit- 
ing consultants. 

Dr.  Noel  stated  that  the  deadline 
for  applying  for  the  Institute  will 
be  February  15;  candidates  will 
be  notified  of  selection  by  March 
10,  and  notices  of  acceptance  must 
be  received  by  April  1. 

The  Institute  will  be  divided 
into  the  following  groups: 


Group  1.  General  science  teach- 
ers with  no  preparation  in  geology 
or  astronomy. 

Group  2.  General  science  and 
chemistry  teachers  who  have  no 
preparation  in  geology  and  who 
lack  adequate  background  in  chem- 
istry or  need  a  review  and  up-dat- 
ing of  background. 

Group  3.  Teachers  of  chemistry 
and  physics  who  need  to  increase 
their  background  in  chemistry  and 
physics,  to  review  and  up-date 
chemical  principles,  and  to  ac- 
cumulate credit  hours  for  certifi- 
cation as  teachers  of  chemistry 
and  physics. 

Group  4.  Chemistry  teachers 
who  need  review  and  up-dating, 
who  wish  to  continue  into  ad- 
vanced chemistry  and  a  graduate 
program,  and  who  need  a  mathe- 
matics refresher  or  lack  formal  ad- 
vanced training  in  mathematics; 
general  science  and  physics  teach- 
ers who  lack  chemistry  and  mathe- 
matics or  who  need  review  and 
up-dating. 

Group  5.  Chemistry  teachers 
who  need  more  advanced  work, 
who  are  working  towards  a  mas- 
ter's degree,  and  who  lack  basic 
mathematics    or   need   a    refresher
